J The beneficial results of fertilizers 
are due to the supply of plant food to 
the soil in a more soluble or available 
form than is found in soils of low pro- 
ductive capacity. The natural supply 
of mineral plont food comes frequently 
from the solution of the mineral de- 
posits in the soil. The elements are un- 
locked and made available for plant 
absorption but constant growing of 
such cultivated crops as com and oats 
on the some aoll year after year, re- 
sults in a gradual draining of the na- 
tural mineral elements found, and for 
this reason wo have to draw upon out- 
side sources to replenish the supply. 

Through constant cultivation of the 
soil, decay of vegetable matter is ma- 
terially hastened. Fermentation lakeH.. 
place rapidly, resulting in the rapid 
formation of food materials for the 
succeeding crops. In reality then, the 
soil Is sort of a factory containing a 
large amount of unsoluble food mater- 
ial, which by , means of the fermenta- 
tion, chemical action resulting from 
plant growth and cultivation gradually 
unlocks the fertilizing elements con- 
tained and ollows the plant to make 
use of them. We must know then 
that certain elements must be con- 
stantly supplied to take the place of
